THE DEMORALIZING CAUSES 


This state of demoralization is due in Jarge 
part to the moral influence fof the late civil 
war. Those moral distinctions, on the 
observance of which the virtue and order 
of society are suspended, are usdally ob- 
scured, if not utterly lost sight of in the 
midst of the smoke and blood of a great 
conflict. Anithe violence which is _prac- 
ticed under the plea of military necessity is 
too often continued after the sword has 
been returned to its scabbard. 

In addition to this cause, which we share 
in common with other parts of the land, 
there is another caure which operates pow- 
erfully to the prejudice of good mora's in tke 
the section which we live. The sudden and 
wide spread impoverishment of our people 
has brought maltitudes face to face with 
the alternative of living by their labor cr 
living bythelr wits. Reared as they have 
been in the lap of afflaence and luxury, 
and ugtrained in those industries by which 
the poor in other sections secure an honest 
liviog, it is not at ajl surprising, while it is 
altogether melancholy that thousands dis- 
daining to toil and sweat for their daily | 
bread are resorting to expedients of more | 
than doubtful morality. Too iadolent to | 
work, ana too proud to beg, they are | 
neither too proud nor too indolent to live | 
by their wits. Ali over the country are | 
there multitudes whose one desire is to get 
possession of the wages of other men’s 
work, to reap whit they have not sowed 
and gather where they have never strewed.
